MANN LEADS FIGHT. 


For almost a week Representative 
Mann had led the fight in the House 
against sending the measure to con- 
ference. He insisted upon having it 
recommitteed to the Military Com- 
mittee with instructions to strike out 
the provision for a nitrate plant and 
to insert the provisions of the Senate 
bill for a 250,000 standing army and 
a Federal volunteer force. 

During the discussion on the rule 
today Mr. Mann contended that a 
regular army of at least 260,000 
would be needed for first-line de- 
fense if the country were drawn into 
war. 

MR. MANN’S THEORY. 

“We ought to prepare for the 
worst now,” said Mr. Mann. “TI am 
opposed to breaking off diplomatic 
relations with any country now. I 
believe that we ought to restrain 
ourselves and even stand insult and 
injury, but there isalimit. ... I 
favor preparing to fight if fight be 
necessary.” 

“T feel,” said Representative Kahn, 
the ranking Republican of the Mil- 
itary Committee, defending the Sen- 
ate amendment, “that the time has 
come when we ought to tell the 
world that the United States stands 
ready to defend her -citizens and 
their property in every.quarter of 
the globe. You cannot write notes 
and expect anything to come of them 
unless you have the power to back 
them up. I am for a large army. 
According to the naval building pro- 
gramme it will be five years before 
there can be an adequate navy, and 
meantime we should have an ade- 
quate army.” 

Representatives McKenzie of IIli- 
nois, Anthony of Kansas, members 
of the Military Committee, and 
Kelley of Michigan, member of the 
Naval Committee, all Republicans, 
disagreed with their party leader 
and advocated sending the bill to 
conference. 

The nitrate plant proposal was at- 
tacked by Representatives Lenroot of 
Wisconsin and Longworth of Ohio, 
who declared it was placed in the 
bill at the behest of the “water 
power lobby.”

IRECT TAXATION 
TO SAVE GERMANY. 


(BY WIRELESS AND A. P.) 
BERLIN, April 25 (via Sayville.) 
—Further details of the interview 
regarding German finances given re- 
cently by Dr. August Lentze, Prus- 
sian Minister of Finance, were pre- 
pared for publication today by the 
Overseas News Agency, which says: 

“Dr. Lentze emph in h 
statement to the Lokal Anzeiger the 
necessity of stre ening the 
finances of the State. He pointed 
out that each of the federal states 
has its historic individuality and its 
particular tasks, as for instance the 
aystem of public instruction. The 
financial problems of these states 
after the war will be difficult, but 
they will be equal to them if their 
former source of revenue—direct 
taxation—is left untouched by the 
federal government. He pointed out 
that up to the time of the war it 
was an unwritten law that the im- 
position of direct taxation should be 
reserved to the states. 

“The most tmportant task of the 
states after the war,” he continued, 
“will be consolidation of the float- 
ing debts contracted during the war. 
Moreover, it will be mecessary to 
meet new expenses for such items ab 
public buildings and extension of 
railroads on account of the policy of, 
strict economy during the war. 

“Dr. Lentze said that after the 
war current expenses must be cov- 
ered by current income. Of the in- 
come of the Prussian state, he said, 
40 per cent. was derived from the 
railroads, forests and other property, 
and 60 per cent. from direct taxation 
which must be left untouched by 
the federal authorities. 

“Dr. Lentze declared the present 
organization of industry and finance 
would enable Germany to stand the 
strain of war for an indefinite pe- 
riod, as virtually no payments for 
war purposes are made to foreign 
countries.”

The Nathan Cole Invest- 
ment Company Was organized in 
June, 1899, and the Cole property 
was transferred to the corporation 
on March 4, 1994. 

IMPORTANT HOLDINGS. 

The Coles occupy a fine home in 
Pasadena, and it is a part of the his- 
tory of Mr. Cole's activities among 
important and leading Mexicans that 
a few months ago he was visited 
by Gen. Obregon, right-hand man of 
Gen. Carranza.
